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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 09/16/2005 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclose statement filed 08/08/2005 fails to comply with 37 CFR

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 10-25 and 32, 39-42 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Independent claims 10, 32 and 41 contain allowable subject matter. None of the 
prior art of record shows or fairly suggests the claimed invention. 
Regarding claim 10: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 0 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of identifying a subpopulation of polymers having a property in common 
with a sample of chemical unit including identifying a population of polymer of 
chemical units having the same molecular length as the sample polymer. It is 
these features found in the claim, as they are claimed in the combination, that 
has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes 
this claim allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 1 1 -25 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 1 0. 

Regarding claim 32: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 32 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of sequencing a polymer including identifying of polymer having the same 
molecular length as the sample polymer and having molecular weight similar to 
the molecular weight of the sample polymer. It is these features found in the 
claim, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not been found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record which makes this claim allowable over the 
prior art. 

Claims 39 and 40 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 32. 
Regarding claim 41: 
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The primary reason for the allowance of claim 41 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of sequencing a polymer including identifying a subpopulation of 
polysaccharides including identify a population of polysaccharides having the 
same molecular length as the sample polysaccharides. It is these features found 
in the claim, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not been found, 
taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes this claim allowable 
over the prior art. 
Claim 42 is allowed due to their dependency on claim 41 .
